CONSORTIUM IS AGREED 


TO BY ALLIES BANKERS 


PARIS. 
(By Associated Press) 


—The economic conference of allied 
bankers and manufacturing interests 
which has been considering measures 
for reestablishing the international 
credit of Europe, agreed today on 
the draft of a project for anifinterna- 
tional consortium which will be sub- 
mitted to the allied supreme coun- 
cil at Cannes. 


The idea is first to upbuild the 


public Utilities railways and kind- 
red agencies in countries where ec- 
onomic stagnation is due to lack of 
transportation. 
The assets of the 


countries thus aided, will be pledg- 
ed as security for the loans involved 
in cases where the consortium has 
not given a concession for operation.
